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COUNCIL FOR FRANCO-ONTARIAN 
AFFAIRS (CFOA) 


The Council for Franco-Ontarian Affairs is an 
advisory agency charged by the Ontario 
Government with advising its ministers on any 
question affecting the Franco-Ontarians for 
which their respective ministries are responsi- 
ble, as well as on any question it is asked to 
examine by a minister, excluding the field of 
education. 


The Council is composed of 15 members and 
a full-time chairman appointed by the 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council. These 
members, all Franco-Ontarians are neither civil 
servants nor employees of a Government 
agency. 


WHAT IS ITS ROLE? 


In the performance of its functions, the Council 
maintains close ties with the Franco-Ontarian 
community in order to be well-acquainted with 
its needs and expectations; it conducts a dia- 
logue and maintains effective bilateral relations 
with the ministries, especially regarding the 
interpretation of current policies and the devel- 
opment of new policies concerning the Franco- 
Ontarians. But above all, it acts as the official 
advisor to the Government on all matters con- 
cerning the Franco-Ontarians. Finally, the 
Council promotes and facilitates the setting-up 
of agencies and the organization of activities 
aimed at improving the quality of life of the 
Franco-Ontarians. 


In relation to the Government 


The Council identifies and analyses the prob- 
lems and needs of the francophone commun- 
ity in its dealings with the Government, and 
suggests priority areas. It initiates and 
undertakes any research project necessary to 
realize its objectives and cooperates on 
research projects and investigations involving 
the Franco-Ontarians. 


It helps the Government with long-term plan- 
ning consistent with the needs of the commun: 
ity, and makes suggestions and recommenda- 
tions for solutions to problems. It intercedes 
with the ministers, senior officials and agencies, 
meets at least twice a year with the Policy and 
Priorities Board of Cabinet and ensures that its 
recommendations to Cabinet are followed up. 


Finally, the Council collaborates with the Office 
of the Provincial Coordinator of French- 
language Services, the coordinators of the dif- 
ferent ministries and the Council for Franco- 
Ontarian Education, and submits an annual 
report to the ministry responsible for French- 
language services. 


In relation to the community 


The Council publishes and distributes docu- 
ments, brochures and folders, and cooperates 
with the various information media. It also 
promotes any French-language publication put 
out by the provincial government and facilitates 
public access to the various government 
services. 


It attends meetings, congresses and gatherings 
of Franco-Ontarians and takes these opportuni- 
ties to publicize its mandate, achievements and 
projects. It also helps create new provincial 
organizations and on occasion, facilitates con- 
tacts between various associations or between 
individuals in the different regions. 


Finally, the Council maintains data banks on 
the Franco-Ontarian community and organizes 
provincial or regional conferences, colloquiums 
and symposiums. 


HOW DOES IT OPERATE? 


The members of the CFOA come from the four 
corners of the province and meet once a 

month to set forth the needs of the communi- 
ties they represent. Some of them meet in sub- 
committees, in between these meetings, to 
examine priority matters. 


WHAT IS ITS FIELD OF ACTION? 


The Franco-Ontarian population is dispersed 
throughout the eastern, northern and southern 
regions of the province. The largest concentra- 
tions are to be found, however, in Northern 
Ontario and in the area adjacent to Quebec 
where they constitute the largest linguistic 
group. The following map shows their geogra- 
phical distribution.

IN PERSPECTIVE 


As official advisor to the Premier and his 
Cabinet, the Council plays a primary role in the 
decision-making process of the Government 
with respect to the Franco-Ontarians. Its 
recommendations to the Cabinet have already 
accounted for the considerable progress made 
in the delivery of French-language government 
services. We need mention only a few: a review 
of French-language government services, the 
setting-up of a French-language College of 
Agricultural Food and Technology in Alfred, the 
appointment of a coordinator of French- 
language services within the Ministry of Industry 
and Tourism and the provision of a French ver- 
sion of the contents of the Ontario exhibition of 
“Ontario North Now” at Ontario Place. 


There remains much to be done and the 
Council plans to continue its work by systemat- 
izing its links between the population and the 
Government, taking part in various research 
projects and pursuing those matters it consid- 
ers of prime importance to the well-being of the 
Ontarian francophones. .
